A recent decree had directed that those unfortunate prisoners 
should be conveyed to Saumur. Their destination was, however, 
changed by the way, and they were brought towards Paris. 

On the gth of September intelligence was received that they were to 
arrive on the 10th at Versailles. The band of murderers on the tidings 
of their arrival immediately repaired to Versailles on the night between 
the oth and 1oth. A rumour was instantly circulated that fresh massacres 
were about to be committed. The Mayor of Versailles took every pre- 
caution to prevent new atrocities. 

On the following day the prisoners arrived at Versailles. A crowd 
of strange men rushed upon the carriages, surrounded and _ separated 
them from the escort, knocked Fournier, the commandant. from his 
horse, carried off the Mayor, who had nobly determined to die at his 

_ post, and slaughtered the prisoners to the number of 52. There perished 
Delessart and D’Abancour, placed under accusation as ministers, and 
Brissac as commander of the constitutional guard, disbanded in the time 
of the Legislative Body.

Indeed I may fairly say, that 
it read extremely well, without any allowance at all. You pay me too great a 
Compliment in supposing that my crude and imperfect hints had any share in it. 
I do not find them. At best I was the sexton who rung the bell to that excellent 
sermon. I am sure that the departure of Lord Fitzwillian rather animated you 
to the assertion of your wise, generous, and publick spirited principle. I thank 
you for your goodness in your intentions of visiting this House which has lost 
everything except what makes it an object of compassion. I have never once 
visited or dined out of my family since the fatal day that sentence was passed 
upon me. But I do not shut my doors to those who from their love to my sons 
memeey mas the mansion that once was his, and is now tenanted by his unhappy

A most interesting collection of naval papers, including letters of 
Admiral Cornwallis and his brother the Marquis. The letters from the 
latter were written from India, where he had been sent early in 1790. 
Trouble was brewing with the Malay potentate; at the same time clouds 
were gathering in Europe, but he does not fear much from the French 
yet. He refers to the war with Tuippoo, in which Cornwallis was 
victorious, and the general dispositions on land for the persuance of 
war against him; the possibility of war between England and Spain, 
and an expedition to the Manilla Islands, etc. 

The letters of Admiral Cornwallis are mostly draft copies, 
addressed to Count M’Nemara, French Commandant in India, Lord 
Brisbane, Viscount Melville, and, written while in command of the 
squadron in the East Indies and later in the Channel. 

Cornwallis was appointed Commander-in-Chief in East Indies in 
1789, and in the early letters he announces that he is proceeding to 
Madras to water the squadron; writes to Count M’Nemara, the French 
Commander-in-Chief, in answer to a letter objecting to his landing in 
India with a force superior to that agreed on; leaves instructions for 
the commander while he goes to Bombay for an interview with the 
Governor General; states that on passing Pondicherry he observed a 
large French frigate and several French Merchantmen. He encloses 
copies of 3 letters sent to the Commandant at Miahé, and information 
of assistance being given to Tippoo by the French there (these letters

accompany). He refers to the detention of American vessels and the 
prices of naval stores and medicines purchased ky the surgeons. 

The latter letters written while in command of the Channel fleet 
commence with one asking Sir Robert Calder if he is in a state of health 
to accept command of a squadron against the French (with Sir Robert 
Calder’s reply, accepting); He also writes to Lieut. Maxwell concerning 
a dispute with Lieut. Losack over a cutting out expedition (with letter 
from Maxwell to Cornwallis stating that Losack was not present, and 
a letter signed A. Mitchell, Ed. Thornbrough, W. H. Jervis on the same 
subject); to Viscount Melville concerning the position of the ships at 
Brest, and the sending of fire ships there, with Brisbane in command, 
and to Brisbane explaining a letter from Melville giving the opinion of 
his colleagues. 

The scheme of the fire ships for attacking Brest was proposed by 
Captain Puget, who submitted plans and maps, and the ships sailed on 
7th Sept. under Brisbane’s command. Melville had himself made the 
necessary arrangements, and at the last minute disclosed the scheme to 
his colleagues who entirely disapproved, and he was compelled to write 
to Cornwallis to this effect, with the result that the project was eventually 
abandoned, Cornwallis feeling it his duty to show Melville’s letter to 
the men prepared to run the risk of the expedition. 

The remainder of the letters and documents include, a document 
signed by Lord Chatham and Viscount Hood, being orders to Cornwallis 
to obey the Home Secretary, Lieut. Blair’s report on the Andaman 
Islands, etc.; letters from Francis Light, Governor of Prince of Wales’ 
Island concerning trouble with the King of Queda, etc.; letter from 
General Abercromby; six letters from Thomas Eyles, Captain of the 
Temeraire, Richard Grindall, Captain of the Formidable, Admiral 
George Campbell, Admiral Gambier, Evan Nepean, Admiral A. Mitchell, 
all dealing with a mutiny which had broken out at Berehaven, the 
men, most of whom had been impressed into the service, demanding to 
be sent home, thinking the war at an end. Although negociations were 
taking place at this time between England and France, the peace of 
Amiens was not signed till the following year, and it was thought 
advisable to maintain the strength of the navy a little longer; also secret 
intelligence sent to Cornwallis on the probability of Napoleon endea- 
vouring to land his forces in England or Ireland, etc., etc.

On his return from the East Indies, Cornwallis was given the com- 
mand of the Royal Sovereign and joined the Channel Fleet, then off 
Brest. In June 1795, while cruizing, he fell in with the French fleet 
under Villaret Joyeuse, Cornwallis being obliged to retreat. Two of 
his ships, the Bellerophon and Brunswick were heavy sailors, in conse- 
quence of which, the French were able to draw up in two divisions, one 
on each quarter of the English squadron. By the morning of 17th 
they were well within range, brisk firing taking place between their 
advanced ships and the rearmost of the English, especially the Mars, 
which suffered considerably. Fearing she might be cut off, Cornwallis 
went round to her support, a bold move which led the French to believe 
the English fleet was in the immediate neighbourhood. They relin- 
quished the pursuit, leaving Cornwallis at liberty to proceed to Plymouth 
with the intelligence that the French fleet was at sea. This.escape from 
a force so enormously superior, and especially the manoeuvre of the Royal 
Sovereign, considerably raised the reputation of the Admiral, both 
Houses of Parliament sending him thanks for his action. 

This collection includes Cornwallis’s draft report to the Admiralty 
of this action; a letter from Lord Loughborough enclosing documents 
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Cornwallis (Sir William)—continued. 
from Parliament, addressed to Cornwallis and the officers and men 
under his command expressing thanks for the ability and judgment 
shown; Cornwallis draft reply to the latter; and letters from Evan 
Nepean, Lord Spencer. and Lord Chatham.

‘¢T have had the honour of receiving your Lordships letter with the vote of 
thanks of the House of Lords upon the conduct of a squadron of His Majestys 
ships under my orders when in the presence of a French Fleet on the sixteenth and

‘‘ | beg leave to assure your Lordship that I most sensibly feel the very high 
honour conferr’d upon me by the Vote of the House of Lords. But I cannot, my 
Lord, take merit to myself upon the occasion. I+ was the undaunted spirit of the 
Captains, Officers and men of every description on board those ships whose firm 
countenance it appear’d was sufficient to deter the enemy. I will not fail to com- 
municate to them the distinguished and honourable manner which it has pleased 
the House of Lords to reward their good services.’’ Etc.

A collection of letters and documents of the greatest interest and importance 
concerning the movements of the Navy during 1804 when England was at war 
with France, including several letters from Viscount Melville addressed to Admiral 
Cornwallis, to whom he wrote privately on many occasions on various subjects 
connected with the Fleet. These letters concern the fitting out at Brest of French 
ships and the possibilities of an attack on England or Ireland by a section of the 
French fieet and that it would be to their advantage to come unexpectedly upon 
the English squadron then blockading Rochefort and Ferrol, which would enable 
them to reinforce their fleet at Toulon and make it superior to that of Nelson in 
the Mediterranean. He thinks that if an attack is made, the objective will be 
Ireland, and is taking steps to give that country additional naval protection. 
This would mean depleting the blockading fleet of Brest and on Cornwallis pointing 
this out, he writes promising to bring forth extra ships. 

Endeavour was made by the naval officers to keep peace with Spain, but on 
orders being received to seize treasure ships from S. America bound for Cadiz, one 
of which was sunk, war was immediately declared, in view of which Melville warns 
Cornwallis to be on guard although he doubts if Spain is as ready for war as 
reported. 

He discusses Captain Puget’s scheme for attacking the French fleet in Brest 
with fire ships, a project eventually abandoned. This scheme and map (which 
accompany) were drawn up with the greatest care, every probability being taken 
into consideration, and it was proposed to put Captain Brisbane in charge. The 
fire ships sailed on 7 Sept., Cornwallis being advised of this by a letter from 
Admiral Young, the Port Admiral at Plymouth. Melville, who had made all 
necessary preparations, at the last minute disclosed the scheme to his colleagues, 
who entirely disapproved and he then writes to Cornwallis to do as he likes, he is 
on his side, which meant that Cornwallis was bound to show the letter to the men 
prepared to take the risk with the result that the project never materialised, 
although Brisbane received orders for its execution, and on learning the dis- 
approval of the Admiralty, consulted with Captains Puget and Campbell, who 
together with Brisbane, wrote to the Admiralty giving their personal views, Capt. 
Puget expressing his willingness to do his utmost, although he resented, as its 
originator, having the command given to another. Delay and the probability of 
the enemy having discovered his intentions, decided Cornwallis to send the fire 
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Dundas (Henry, Viscount Melville)—continued.

Howe was ordered to the relief of Gibraltar, where reinforcements 
and supplies were urgently needed, and on the 8th October discovered 
the combined fleets of France and Spain lay in Algeciras Bay—opposite 
Gibraltar. On the 13th however, the combined fleets were induced to 
quit their commanding position by fears for two of their number which 
shortiy before had been driven to the eastward. During the forenoon 
of the same day the British were off the Spanish coast, fifty mules east 
of Gibraltar. At sunset the allies were seen approaching, and Howe 
formed his fleet, but sent the supply ships to anchor at the Zaffarine 
Islands, on the coast of Barbary, to await events. Next morning the 
enemy was close to land, but visible only from the mastheads; the 
British apparently having headed south during the night. On the 15th, 
the wind came to the eastward, fair for Gibraltar towards which all the 
British began cautiously to move. By the evening of the 16th, eighteen 
of the convoy were safe at the mole; and on the 18th all had arrived, 
besides a fireship with 1,500 barrels of powder, sent in by the Admiral 
upon the governor’s requisition. Throughout this critical time, the 
combined fleets were out of sight. On the morning of the 19th they 
appeared in the north-east, but the relief was then accomplished and 
Howe put out to sea; when outside he brought-to, to allow the enemy to 
attack if they would. On the following day, the 20th, towards sunset 
they bore down, and an engagement ensued between Howe and de 
Cordova.

This unique and curious manuscript, as we learn from a note at 
the beginning, forms the twentieth part of a memorial addressed to 
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Latude (Henri Masers de)—continued. 
M. de Sartine, Lieutenant General of Police, and was sent from Vin- 
cennes at one o’clock in the night. From the traces of mud on the last 
page it may be supposed that this little book was one of those which 
the unfortunate man threw from the windows of his prison, hoping that 
they would reach the hands of M. de Sartine. 

The memoir is written in a rambling style, and the frequent 
repetitions and wild statements indicate that his long imprisonment 
had somewhat affected Latude’s mind, and it is at times difficult to see 
his meaning. He protests against the harshness of the prison major 
and the injustice of the Commandant, in not sending earlier parts of 
the memorial to M. de Sartine and refusing to send a confessor to him. 
He accuses the Marquis de Marigny, Madame de Pompadour’s brother, 
of being a magician and of having bewitched M. de Sartine and the 
prison authorities and used sorcery to prevent their reading his memorial. 
As evidence that M. de Sartine is under a spell, he instances the cases 
of M. de la Rochehumaine, M. Pompigny de Pirabel, Baron de Vénac, 
M. de la Mocheguérault, and demands to know why and for what crimes 
they were imprisoned. The Turks, he says, do not treat criminals as 
harshly as the prisoners of Vincennes are treated, and he begs the 
Lieutenant General to be more humane and at least to allow them to 
write to him as his predecessors had done. On reading through this 
memorial one cannot help feeling moved: by the man’s distress and 
piteous appeals for justice and help! It concludes with an entreaty 
addressed to whoever should pick up the httle book :— 


‘¢ Danry, or better Henry Masers, secretary. I beseech you, in the name of 
God, and by the tears of so many poor wretches who are perishing in this prison, 
to entreat M. de Sartine to read this last book at least.’’

At the end of June, the battalion belonging to La Sarre was detailed, 
with a body of Canadians, to guard Frontenac against attack, whilst 
the other battalion mentioned in Montcalm’s letter, the Royal Roussillon, 
was despatched, with a reinforcement of colony regulars, to the defence 
of Ticonderoga.

After the loss to the French of Louisburg and Fort Duquesne, Montcalm 
removed to Quebec, and with 16,000 troops, mainly militia and Indians, 
prepared to defend it against a British attack. In 1759 Wolfe ascended 
the St. Lawrence with about 8,000 troops and a naval force under 
Admiral Saunders. After repeated attempts to scale the heights of 
Montmorency, he, before dawn on 13th September, with 5,000 men, 
gained the plateau, and in a battle on the Plains of Abraham, drove the 
French in disorder on the city.

He was released by Long Parliament, and his sentences declared 
illegal, November, 1640; he defended parliament in the Press on the 
outbreak of war, and pursued Laud with great animosity. 

Prynne was re-admitted to the House of Commons by Monck in 
1660, and he asserted the rights of Charles II with such boldness as to 
be styled ‘‘ the Cato of the Age’’ by a royalist, and was thanked by 
Charles II for his services.

As to the fact that you 
are Cissatisfied with me, you will do me much honour in telling me the reason of 
it, for which I will give you such satisfaction as a man extremely obliged can, to 
a friend of such note as you, and a person of such merit. . . As to being so 
hard to please as to endure no one as a companion, I do not make companions of 
such people as you, but rather masters and lords, rendering the honour that a poor 
ignorant disciple who never deserved to be your listener should give to a great 
incomparable doctor. But with regard to being served I do not know whether 
I shall always be so. . . Nevertheless, whatever may happen, my poor Jacques 
has sworn to die at my feet and never desert me. So much does he find me 
morose. . . You know what you wanted to give me at Massay, which I did not 
want to take at all, and yet you forced me to take 30 livres which I did not 
want. Even your man will testify that this is so. But I have indeed deliberated 
whether you would thank me if I were to send them back to you. For, thank 
God, I have no need of them. As to the kind entertainment I had at your house 
and the honour you have always conferred upon me, I confess that I am undeserv- 
ing of it and that I cannot be sufficiently grateful to you for it, but towards 
another I should try to return like for like, and should succeed by some kind 
service. But your favours to me cannot be repaid. I cannot refrain from telling 
you I laughed when I heard say that you were complaining you would have been 
married directly after your wife’s death, had it not been that I hindered you and 
diverted you from such a good plan. I think that with me present you had a 
rival in love as well as in my absence, and then you were able to do well without 
me, what you did without me. In short you only did what I advised you, if you 
remember well. I put all that aside and most humbly beg you, Monsieur, to 
esteem me still your very humble disciple and servant, which I shall always be as

An extremely interesting collection of documents (detailed below) 
relating to Shelley’s efforts to raise money—first, by appealing to Sir 
Bysshe Shelley (his grandfather) and then after the latter’s death, by 
selling the reversion of the estates to his father. 

Shelley’s marriage to Harriet and subsequent pecuniary distress led 
him to appeal to his grandfather to help him, or he would be obliged to 
visit the money-lenders, and his grandfather’s hope that his property 
should be kept together would be frustrated. This appeal, however, fell 
on deaf ears. On Sir Bysshe Shelley’s death in January 1815, Shelley’s 
father, Timothy Shelley, succeeded to the baronetcy, and he himself 
became the immediate heir to a great property. It was Sir Bysshe’s 
desire that his property should be kept together for future generations, 
but Shelley refused to entail the estates, as it was no part of his ambition 
to possess immense wealth at a remote period and leave that wealth to 
his children. He, thereupon, proposed to sell the reversion of the settled 
estates to his father, and in June 1815, Shelley became entitled to a 
yearly income of £1,000 during the joint lives of his father and himself.

An unusually interesting item being a cheque in favour of Charles

that a half surreptitious communication was kept up by the fugitives with 
Godwin’s household; and it was Charles who acted as intermediary 
between Godwin and Shelley when the latter pledged himself to procure 
for Godwin the sum of 41,200. 

Slander and calumny soon became familiar to Shelley when he fled 
to the Continent in 1814 with Mary Godwin accompanied by Jane Clair- 
mont, and when soon after Godwin was rescued from financial distress 
by Shelley’s generosity, it was given out that Shelley had purchased of 
Godwin his two daughters for sums of eight hundred and seven hundred 
pounds respectively. Jane refused to return to Godwin’s house and lived 
for some time with Shelley and Mary, which led to much gossip. When 
she afterwards became Byron’s mistress, and gave birth to Allegra after 
Byron’s desertion of her, slanders of old date revived and Shelley was 
accused of being the father. 

In his will, the sum of £6,000 was bequeathed to Miss Clairmont, 
and a second sum of £6,000 to be invested in the purchase of an annuity 
for the term of her life, and the life of such other person as she might 
name. (Allegra was no doubt meant.)

‘¢ The lines with which it will be most important that it should communicate 
are the direct line from Elvas to Lisbon & that from Elvas to Abrantes. I request 
you therefore as soon as possible to communicate with the officers of the Portuguese 
Govt. respecting conveyances upon these roads to be established upon the following 
principles. First that every carriage required, shall carry 600 lbs. & shall go a 
certain number of days’ journey at a certain price; when it shall invariably be 
relieved & be allowed to go home. Secondly that these stages shall be paid in 
reference to be convenience of the country in assembling the number of waggons 
required; and that whenever days notice is given at the proper office at Lisbon 
or at Abrantes respectively that the number of waggons are wanted, they will be 
ordered to be prepared & will be ready at the different stages on the road. 


*‘ But besides the conveyances which will be required to keep up the communi- 
cation between the army & Abrantes & Lisbon respectively, it will be necessary

‘““ What can you mean! Why have I no report from you this morning? I told 
you to write to this address anyhow so that no time should be lost, for even if I 
could not get a room, they knew me and would keep my letters. 

‘‘ Must I always explain! . . , 

‘“ Tell John that he has again made a mess of the packing, and I cannot 
conceive what he could be thinking about when he left out my white waistcoat 
altogether! So that I am obliged to go about in my thick clothes. For I cannot 
even wear my thin serge trousers, as he has not put up the serge waistcoat with 
them, and what he expected me to do with the white trousers | am sure I don’t 
know, did he think I was going to wear a black cloth waistcoat with them!! Of 
course there is no use sending the letters to-morrow. 

‘“‘T shall either leave to-morrow night, or early on Saturday in which latter 
case I shall be in time for dinner, tell Lizzie, a Racal dinner for two or three, very 
simple, soup and small leg of lamb.” Etc. 

‘Tt is too provoking that you should not have written. How do I know 
who is coming to breakfast on Sunday. How do I know anything about what is 


going on.

‘ Tell William to get at work at once in the studio. Everything must be 
in perfect order. The printing press in excellent working order, paper sorted, ink 
looked to, and fresh tubes ground, brushes clean and at and, in short everything 
ready for my printing directly I return, and you may expect me almost at once. 
You will however hear finally from Paris, and you will get a telegram when to 
stop the letters.’ Ete.

this. That I do not want the same cutting sent over and over again. This they 
continually do, not only when it is repeated in various papers but absolutely the

‘¢ If Gran his finished the frames, take them and the pastels yourself, as they 
are in their old frames to Sparkes, who is to take them out one by one, and 
reframe each in its new frame. The pastels are not to be ‘ laid down’ that is 
pasted right down on the card board as he has lately done others for me, when 
I was there to retouch them, but to be mounted on a hinge as he does the etchings. 
Of couse the cardboard will be cut to fit the new frame, and the pastel itself will 
fit exactly the ‘ sight’ of the frame. He will find the marks of the sight, and the 
brown paper will of course extend beyond, behind the frame. However, he will 
understand all this. 

‘‘T take all this precaution because I am not there, and in fear that the 
pastel might get a little rubbed or dimmed were the drawings ‘ laid down.’ If 
however Sparks is sure that they will not be altered one bit, then he may lay 
them down, for I know they would look all the more solid, and fit their frames 
better, and appear smarter if they were ‘ laid down.’ 

‘Tn short, I would really like them to be ‘ laid down’ but I scarcely dare 
from this distance to give the order. You had better talk this over with Sparkes 
yourself without bothering before the Dowdeswells who might fidget in the matter, 
and you would be there while Sparkes tried the lying down of one of the simplest 
of the lot, and see of it was absolutely unchanged before he goes on.
